BIRMINGHAM, Ala., October 9.—[Special.}—

Feounty, this afternoon, all that was mortal of 
‘Rube Burrows was la‘d in the grave by the 
gide of his wife, who died six years ago.

THE LAST LINK. 

The last link in the chain of his complete 
Fdentification had been forged. His relatives, 
friends and neighbors, who have known him 
Mfrom childliood, said without hesitation that 
fhe dead man was Rube Burrows. A gray- 
haired man of seventy years was the last to 
Jook upon the face of the dead, and when he 
turned from the coflin a sigh of relief came 
from his lips, while tears flowed freely 
from hiseyes. The old man was Allan Bur- 
gows, the father of Rube, an honest citizen,

THE SCENE IN BIRMINGHAM. 

The body of Burrows: arrived here from De- 
mopolis at 3:50 o’clock this morning. Even 
at that hour thousandsof people were gathered 
about the depot, hoping to catch a glimpse of 
the body, or at least the coflin containing it. 
Atevery station along the road, where the 
train stopped, hundreds had gathered out of 
morbid curiosity. The coflin was opened here, 
and all who cared to were allowed to see the 
body. Placing the open coffin on end, and ar- 
ranging the outlaw’s rifle and pistols at his 
side, a fiash-light photograph was taken. 

Ono of the first men who pressed forward for 
alook at the body when it arrived was Neil 
Bray, who was shot by Burrows when he was 
escaping from the police in Montgomery, Ala., 
three years ago. 

“That's the man,” said Bray, ‘I shallneyer 
forge: that face.”’ 

Among the articles found on 
When captured were the railroad checks and 
vouchers for $2,000, and the lottery tickets 
taken from the express car‘at the Flomaton 
train robbery. Lie also had the pisto] he took 
from the express nessenger at the same time. 

THE APPEARANCE OF THE DEAD MAN, 

here was nothing of the dime-novel style 
of bandit in the appearance of Burrows. He 
Wasa typical backwoodsmanin appearance, 
and his face was expressive of only low cun- 
ning and cruelty. He wassix feet tall, very 
slender, and would not weigh 150 pounds. 

This morning Superintendent Agee and Do- 
tective Jackson, of the Southern Express Com- 
pany, took the body to Sulligent, Lamar 
ounty, where it was delivered to his father 
and brother, It wasimmediately taken to the 
family burying ground, and interred without 
Any religious ceremony. Several parties in 
his city wired the family, offering a large sum 
orthe body, which they wanted to embalm 
and place on exhibition, but the offers were all 
efused.

THE POLICE ON TRIAL.

Mr. Harrison Tells About the Assault Upon 
the People at Tipperary. 
DUBLIN, October 9,—The heariug on summons 


' against the poiice for the assault committed by 


them upon a number of persons at the courthouse 
in Tipperary, on the octasion of the opening of the 
trial of Messrs. Dillon and O’Brien, commenced at 
that place today. Timothy Mealy opened the éase 
for Mr. Harrison, member of the house of com- 
mons, for the midie division of Tippefary, who 
was quite severely injured by the police. 

Mr. Healy declared that on the occasion in ques- 
tion, for every adult in the crowd outside of. the 
courthouse gatea, there were four armed police- 
men. Upon the conclusion of Mr. Healy's remarks 
Mr. Harrison took the stand. He tesff that 
there were fewcr than fifty civilians outside tho 
courthouse when he arrived, while there was a 
large force of policemen on each side of the gates. 
Phe police used great and unnecessary violence, 
and as Mr. O’Brien appeared to be in great dan- 
ger, the witness went out into the road to see if 
anything could be done to check the violence of 
the police. Colonel Caddéil, who was in com- 
mand, addresse! the police, saying something to 
the effect that they must go in out of that and not 
make a disturbance. 

This command not being obeyed, witness asked 

the policemen why they Risobere d their officers’ 
orders. Upon this a constable aimed a blow with 
a baton at witness, who stepped back and parried 
it, whereupon another censtable seized him by 
the throat; witness pushed the constable’s band 
away, and seing another policeman about to strike 
Some in the crowd, witness caught and held his 
wrist, preventing the blow from falling. 
__ At this juncture an ofiicer came up and said that 
if witness would letup and go he (the officer) 
would take the policemen out of the row and pre- 
vent him creating further disorder. 

Witness sawa policeman strike another man, 
and was himself hustled in all directions, besides 
being struck with a baton from behind. He 
finally shook the police off and made his way into 
the courtroom. During the disturbance he sawa 
constable strike and fell Mr, Sheehy. The civilians 
threw no stones and struck no blows except in 
parrying blows from the policeman’s batons.

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THE FRENCHMEN IN RICHMOND. 
A Sail Down the James—TMMicidents of the 
Trip. 

RicuMonp, Va., October 9.—The count of Paris 
and party arrived here at 5 o’clock this afternoon, 
after a pleasant sail of ten hours up the historic 
James river, from Fortress Monroe. There were 
very few other passengers on the steamer, and 
the officers showed the distinguished party every 
consideration. 

AN OLD-FASHIONED DINNER. 

They partook of an old-fashioned Virginia din- 
ner at about 1 o’clock, although, as a matter of 
fact, it was breakfast tothe entire party. With 
this exception theconnt spent nearly tha entire 
time occupied by the trip, on the hurricane deck, 
scanning the many historical points that lined the 
route. He ‘was. provided with a 
map of the country and frequently 
calied the attention of the other members of his 
party to objects that were familiar to him through 
the service with General McClellan in the penin- 
sula campaign. He showed a thorough knowledge 
of the topography and characteristics of the coun- 
try, and recalled many interesting. reminiscences 
of his army experience, particularly in the vicin- 
ity of Malvern hill, of which,;“however, a distant 
view only was had. He also showed keen interest 
in the ruined chapel at Jamestown, the tomb of 
King Powhatan. 

A YOUNG LADY’S COMPLIMENT. 

During the course of the afternoon the count of 
Paris and Count D’Hansonville went into the sa- 
loon for a short chat. A young lady of Richmond 
sat at a piano playing a waltz, and when she had 
finished that piece she thought it would be a good 
thing to compliment the royal Frenchman with 
one of the patriotic airs of Paris. She knew but 
two, the “Marseillaiso” and the “bBoulanger 
March,” and not being sufficiently conversant 
with politics of the French republic to know 
which was appropriate tothe count, she played 
both. As helistenedto each of them with the 
fame imperturbable manner, she was left entirely 
in ignorance as to which was the proper selection. 

A large crowd greeted the steamer upon her 
arrival at Richmond, but there was no denionstra- 
tion. The count and party were received by Col- 
one! Arch Anderson and Captain Philip Haxall, 
representing General Fitzhugh Lee, who was un- 
able to be present, and were eScorted in carriages 
to the Exchange hotel, where a suite of apart- 
ments had been reserved for them. 

The count expressed himself as being very anx- 
ious to have General Lee accompany him to the 
battlefields, and stated that he had the highest 
respect for General R. E. Lee’s military record as 
wellas that of his nephew. He said he looked 
upon the visit to Cold Harbor with Governor Lee 
as one of most pleasant anticipations of his whole 
trip. General Lee, who is now at Glasgow, has 
written the count. He regrets that he will be 
unable to accompany the count, but assures him 
a hearty welcome by friends who will represent 
him on this occasion.

HASKELL NAMED 


TO LEAD THE ANTI-TILLMAN DEMO- 
CRATS. 


TWO WHITE TICKETS IN THE FIELD. 


The Anti-Tillman Convention Concludes Its 
Work in Thirty-Five Minutes—Some 
Features of the Day. 


CotumprA, S. C., Oetober 9.—[Special.]— 
The anti-Tiliman convention was called to 
order by the venerable Chancellor Johnson, who 
called to the chair the distinguished citizen, 
General W. W. Harllee, Upon taking his 
seat, General Harllee stated that fourteen 
years ago hé had presided over the convention 
which had nominated Wade Hampton for 
governor. They met now, as then, fur the 
good of the state. They were democrats with 
the interests of South Carelina at heart. 

HASKELL PUT IN NGMINATION. 

Colonel James Blanding, of Sumter, offered 
a resolution that the convention proceed to 
nominate a full state ticket. ‘It was unani- 
mously adopted. 

Colonel! Blanding immediately nominated 
for governor, Alexander C. Haskell. 

The delegates sprang to their feet and began 
cheering, throwing up their hats, jumping on 
chairs and acting generally in the most en- 
thusiastic manner. When order was restored 
General Haske!] was unanimously nominated. 

THE TICKET COMPLETED, 

ChaticeHor Wilfiam D.~Jobnson was nom- 
inated for lieutenant governor; Edwin Harper, 
of Williamsburg, was nominated for secretary 
of state; Edward Bacon was nominated for 
comptroller general; E. B. Ragsdale was put 
in nomination for superintendent of education ; 
W.A. Ancrum, of Kershaw, was nominated 
for treasurer; General R. N. Richbourg was 
the nominee for adjutant and inspector gen- 
eral. Joseph W. Barnwell received the nom- 
ination for attorney general. 

This closed the list of nominees. They were 
aj} unanimously accepted by the convention. 
They are all new men who have never sought 
offices. 

Judge Haskell and Chancellor Johnson are 
the only ones who have heid positions. It is 
a remarkably strong ticket. 

THE PLATFORM ADOPTED. 

The platform of the convention wags in the 
form of a brief address. It touched upon the 
history of the Tillman campaign, pointing out 
the alleged undemocratic methods. The alle- 
giance to party was minor to the allegiance to 
principle. The address contained mainly the 
points made by Judge Haskellin his address 
to the people ten days ago. It was _ received 
with great enthusiasm and unanimously 
adopted. 

QUICK TIME MADE. 

The convention met, organized and nomi- 
nated a full ticket and adopted a platform in 
exactly thirty-five minutes. It was the most 
remarkable performance’ on record. There 
were about 300 delegates present, and the floor 
and galleries were packed with sympathetic 
visitors, among them being many ladies. The 
chairman was instructed to consult with the 
nemines for governor, and appoint an exeou- 
tive committee of seven to conduct the cam- 
paign. 

JUDGE HASKELL SPEAKS. 

Judge Haskell was escorted to the stand. 
He and those before him stood where they had 
been in 1876, when the grand old leader Hamp- 
ton was charged to redeem the state, The 
struggle then was much simpler than now. 
The whites of the state were then united. He 
felt as if he had no more right to makea 
speech now than he had to make one on the 
battlefield. Words could not win victory. He 
solemnly pledged himself to use every effort 
in his power to secure and maintain for the 
people of South Carolina an honest and honor- 
able government. 

Chancellor Johnson and Joseph W. Barn- 
well made speeches which were all received 
with great enthusiasm. The convention ad- 
journed at 10 o’clock, after being in session 
for one hoyrand twenty-five minutes. 

CAPTAIN TILLMAN FEARS BLOOD. 

Captain B. R. Tillman, the nominee of the 
democratic party for governor, is in the city 
tonight, together with several of his lieuten- 
ants. Hecame to watch the proceedings of 
the anti-Tillman convention. He was inter- 
viewed tonight, and he expressed himself 
freely about the independent movement. The 
advocates of this movement in opposition to 
himself were, he said, independents and worse 
than the vilest radicals. Themen who were 
engineering it were the most prominent in the 
state, but he had no fear of defeat. He was 
absolutely certain of being governor, and never 
had felt more confident before. 

THE NEGRO VOTE. 

He was asked if he did not fear the negro 
vote. Said he: 

“The negroes, if they are voted to a man in 
the counties where the people will not oppose 
their voting, cannot keep me from being gov- 
ernor. The only thing I have to fear is the 
consequences to the statetwo years hence. 
Then the negroes will demand recognition in 
the party, and what are they going to do with 
them.” 

Captain Tillman was asked if he thought 
the negro vote would be productive of trouble 
at the polls. He replied that he feared ‘‘serious 
consequences, much turmoil and bloodshed. 
They may be allowed to yotein some counties, 
but in others there will be serious trouble if an 
attempt is made to vote a négro for the bolters. 
Take my county (Edgefield). There the peo- 
ple will resort to any means rather than allow 
the negro to vote for this ticket. This is the 
situation in many counties, andI have grave 
apprehensions of the consequences.” Captain 
Tillman has expressed himself recently that 
this desperate effort to prevent his coming 
into office gives color to the idea that there 
has been something rotten, and that they fear 
his uncovering the rascality.

HE WRITES A CHALLENGE TO COL- 
ONEL THOMAS E. WINN, 


: DEMOCRATIC NOMINEE IN THE NINTH 


Asking for a Joint Discussion—A. Somewhat 
Tart and Defiant Letter from the 
Republican Champion.

| Judge E. B. Gross, a Prominent Citizen, 


Dies in Tattnall County. 

‘ BSYLVANIA, Ga., October 9.—{Special.]—Judge 
E. B. Gross, until about a year ago a prominent 
citizen of this county,died at his home in Tattnall 
county on Monday.

A Great Mistake. 

Republican newspapers have made Gov- 
ornor Campbell’s action in demanding the 
resignation of certain democratic members 
of the board of public improvements in Cin- 
cinnati the basis of extended editorial com- 
ment, but as usual, in such cases, they re- 
gard it from a partisan standpoint only. 

When charges of corruption were pre- 
ferred against this board the governor 
promptly ordered an investigation. The 
board is composed of democrats and repub- 
licans, and where the charges were made 
good against either, the demand for resigna- 
tions followed. Wecommented on this at 
the time and approved the governor’s ac- 
tion. 

Republican newspapers, however, while 
commending his honest and manly course, 
have arraigned the whole democratic party 
in Ohio to answer for the faults of a few. 
They sound Governor Campbell's praise in 
high-strung notes, and represent him as_ be- 
ing thoroughly disgusted with the demo- 
cratic party and kicking out of harness, 

This, of course, is willful misrepresenta- 
tion. Because a few democrats have been 
found to be corrupt, and a democratic gov- 
ernor has condemned them, must the whole 
party in the state suffer? And does it fol- 
Jow that the governor’s action places him in 
a hostile attitude towards his party? 

Governor Campbell has accepted a high 
office at the hands of the people. He re- 
gards it as a sacred trust. He loves his 
party, but he loves honor more; and when 
he finds a member of that party unfaithful 
to its interests and the interests of the state, 
he does not spare him, but strikes and 
strikes home. He deserves credit for this; 
but the party at large cannot be held 
responsible for the sins of one or two mem- 
bers. 

This wholesale arraignment of the demo- 
cratic party in Ohio by the republican press 
is on a par with its action in charging the 
whole south with crimes committed in one 
locality, and there is neither reason nor jus- 
tice in it. If indeed the democrats of Ohio, 
as a party, were as corrupt as some of our 
republican exchanges would have us believe, 
they would still fail to reach the record of 
corruption which existed under Foraker’s 
administration—of which record republicans 
have had very little to say. Let the demo- 
crat and republican who betrays the inter- 
ests of the people fare alike; let them pay 
the penalty of their sins; but they must bear 
them alone. The errors of one man should 
not be the condemnation of many. 


The Tariff and the Workingman. 

Newspapers in business centers have been 
interviewing manufacturers and wholesale 
and retail dealers on the probable effects of 
the new tariff bill, and the testimony of a 
majority of the business men of the country 
is overwhelmingly against it. The New 
York Sun and World present pages of facts 
as to its present and future influence upon 
trade, and in nearly every instance it is 
shown that the bill is oppressive and a 
growing burden on the working classes. 

Republicans who supported the bill must 
gee that it is already having an unfavorable 
effect upon the industrial interests of the 
country. In theory, sustained by persuasive 
argument and eloquent plea, it was one 
thing; in practice, standing upon its merits 
alone, it is another—a reality which con- 
fronts the people and robs them of their 
rights. 

Now that they must meet the issue 
squarely and give a reason for the faith 
that is in them, republican newspapers are 
advising the people to exercise patience and 
fortitude and make an effort to adapt them- 
selves to the changed conditions, and to ‘‘hope 
for the best.’’ Jay Gould comes forward 
and practically admits that the outlook is 
gloomy, but pats the public on the back 
and says encouragingly that the bill will 
be all right when it is better understood. 
They see that some apology is necessary, 
but in the face of the facts their weak sub- 
terfuges will not deceive the public, 

The increase in prices which will result 
from this bill will be“seriously felt by the 
wage earners of the country, and people 
whose incomes are small will suffer toa 
great extent. The poor man can now pre- 
pare to pay 5 per cent more for his cotton 
and woolen goods than he paid before this 
bill became a law; knit goods and hosiery 
will be from 5 to 10 per cent higher than 
they were last year; corsets will cost more; 
there will probably be an advance of 
at least 15 per cent in linens; shoes 
will be dearer; crockery and glassware will 
be higher; articles of stationery, such 
as blank books, paper, etc., will be 
increased from 10 per cent to 15 per 
cent; canned goods will go up; the fruit 
business will be injured_and the consumer 
will suffer. In fact, nearly every article in 
common use, such as may be of daily neces- 
sity with the poor man, will advance in 
price. The only thing that . will probably 
remain unchanged is his salary, and of this 
the tariff seeks to rob him, 

We have not cited the hundredth part of 
the articles for which the consumer will be 
double-taxed; the list is too lengthy for 
even condensed review, but the few samples 
given will show the general tendency of the 
bill. As to the bill’s effect upon wages 
we quote the following from an interview 
with Mr. David A. Wells in The New York 
World: !

The Last of Rube Burrows. 

If we had not known such a character as 
Rube Burrows and had read his history in a 
dime novel it would have seemed absurd; 
but we are persuaded thatjnone of the 
‘blood and thunder’’ books upon the mar- 
ket contains a more thrilling and exciting 
story than is furnished in his life and tragic 
death. 

With this story the public is already fa- 
miliar; the murders and robberies of which 
the man was guilty made his name a terror 
throughout the state of Alabama. He was 
the ‘‘Jack Shepard” of the iron state, and 
it is safe to say that he excelled that noted 
outlaw in bravery, butchery and devil- 
daring. 

His death was tragic in the extreme, and 
now that he is gone, the country breathes 
freer. ‘The state authorities had. despaired 
of ever catching him; but there were sleuth- 
hounds on his track who would have fol- 
lowed him to the four corners of the globe. 
He had robbed the express companies, and 
they never let up. Had he stolen only a 
few dollars, they would have spent thou- 
sands to bring him to justice. It is almost 
impossible fora criminal to escape them; 
sooner or later they run him to his lair, 

The death of Rube Burrows probably 
puts an end to the murders and robberies of 
a notorious gang. The rest of his comrades 
are either dead or in prison, and the coun- 
try is well rid of them all. 


The Death of Howell Glenn. 

To write of Howell Glenn’s death, is to 
paint the sombre shade which eclipses noon- 
day light, for in the meridian of life he has 
been cut down, leaving behind him mem- 
ories which will be cherished by all who 
knew him, 

The son of an honored family, inheriting 
blood from those renowned in the service of 
their country, Howell Glenn took promi- 
nence as a university student, which was 
fully justified in his brief professional career. 
But a deathly disease had fastened upon 
him, from which there was no escape, 
Walking courageously into the dark valley 
he met the Conqueror, and is dead. 

Few men had more friends, and none ap- 
preciated them better. 


Improving the Sewers. 

The aldermanic board has concurred in the 
action of the city council authorizing ordi- 
nances to be drawn providing for the exten- 
sion of the main sewers to the city limits. 

It is probable that the matter will come 
up at the next meeting Of the council, and 
that it will be favorably acted on. 

It is important that the work of extend- 
ing the main sewers of the. city should be 
done as soon as possible. . The health of the 
city is of more importance than anything 
else with which the city fathers have to deal, 
and there can be no doubt but that there is 
danger in having the deposits of the sewers 
emptied where they now are—in some in- 
stances in thickly settled neighborhoods, 

The board of health has taken a strong 
stand in favor of the extension of the main 
sewers, and in those localities where the 
evils of the present system are most ob- 
served, a general demand is made for the 
extension of the sewers. 

It isimportant that the city should turn 
its attention to making its sewerage system 
as perfect as possible, and it should at least 
see to it that every precaution is taken to 
protect the health of the city. 

The preliminary action of the city council 
is based on the idea of the extension of the 
main sewers as soon as practicable, and it is 
to be hoped that the work will be done 
promptly.

CONSTITUTIONS IN ATLANTA, 


——— 


For the Postal Authorities Seize Part of the 
Western Edition of This Week’s 
Issue—Piled Everywhere. 


Papers everywhere! 

In pressroom, mailing rooms, and hallways 
they are piled until the first floor of Tus Con- 
STITUTION building is covered with stacks of 
‘weeklies’ reaching-almost to the ceilings. 

The postoffice authorities did it. 

Yesterday these officials seized a portion of 
the western edition of THz WEEKLY CoNnsTI- 
TUTION and asthey refused to admit those 
papers to the mail, the balance of that edition 
remains banked up along the walls of different 
portions of the building. 

About 100,000 papers got out before the seiz- 
ure was made, between 15,000 and 20,000 were 
seized, and between 50,000 and 60,000 remain 
in Tae ConstiturTion office. 

The seizure was made because of the adver- 
tisement which the paper contained of the 
prize distribution offer to subscribers, to be de- 
cided by the Christmas drawing. 

Itis claimed by the postoffice authorities 
that this advertisement is a violation of the 
provisions of the anti-lottery law recently 
passed by congress; and although the proprie- 
tors of THz Constitution offered to give 
bond for any amount to cover the verdict 
which might be rendered upon a trial of what- 
ever case might be made against them, the 
postal authorities’ were obdurate and refused 
to let the papers go through the mails. 

When the anti-lottery law was passed, THE 
CONSTITUTION was prompt in its announce- 
ment that the newspapers ought to as- 
government in executing its 
provisions, and as promptly stopped the publi- 
cation of its regular lottery advertisements. It 
was not thought that the law was intended to 
cover such features asthat for which those 
papers were seized yesterday. It is an open 
question whether this advertisement does come 
within the provisions of the law, but the postal 
authorities had the power to seize the papers, 
and they were prompt in exercising that 


power. 


The Christmas-box plan of THe ConstTITU- 
TION is used by a number of other papers, 
and this construction of the law will affect 
them all. 

The Evening Journal states that 5,000 copies 
of a special edition of The Weekly Journal 
were seized for the same reason as that given 
for the seizure of Taz ConsTITUTION. 

Postmaster Lewis states that he has tele- 
graphed to Washington for instructions as to 
just how to act in these cases. 


CONFEDERATE VETERANS’ MEMORIAL 


Interesting Exercises to Be Held in Mem- 
ory of Dead Comrades. 

The following from Rey. T. P. Cleveland, 
chaplain of the Fulton County Confederate 
Veterans’ Association, explains in an interest- 
ing way the memorial exercises to be held on 
the 19th instant: 

EDITOR CONSTITUTION: The third annual me- 
morial services of the Fulton County Confederate 
Veterans’ Association will be held in the First 
Baptist church, on Sabbath evening, the 19th of 
this month, at 7:30 o’clock. I desire to make a 
few statements in order that the service may be 
better understood. The association hasan annual 
sermon by the chaplain, or whoever he may elect 
in his place. This sermon is delivered on the 
second Sabbath of April every year. The memo- 
rial service is entirely different and distinct from 
that. It originated inthis way: Over three years 
ago, at one of the meetings of the association, 
some one made a motion that a committee be ap- 
pointed to- bring in suitable resolutions touchin 
the death of a deceased comrade. The writer o 
these lines suggested that we should be careful in 
setting precedents, and if we adopted resolutions 
on the death of one member it should net be neg- 
lected in the case of another, and that in lieu 
of such resolutions, we might very appropriately 
hold a yearly memorial service for an mem bers 
who should die during each year. The president, 
Judge W. L. Calhoun, then said if the suggestion, 
which was a good one, would be put into a reso- 
lution, he would present it to the body. Mr. John 
Conly then offered the resolution, which was 
unanimously adopted and, is now incorporated in 
the constitution of the association.

BROKERS FALL OUT 


And Indulge in a Street Fight Yesterday 
Afternoon. 


Two prominent brokers engaged in a street

fight yesterday afternoon. 

‘They were Mr. Thomas B. Paine, of Thomas B. 
Paine & Co., and Mr. Nick W. Murphy, of G, 5. 
Morris & Co. 

The encounter took place in front of the Mér- 
chants’ bank, on East Alabama street, some blood 
was drawn, butneither gentlemen was seriously 
burt. 

Mr. Paine drew the blood from Mr, Murphy’s 
nose, and Mr. Paine wears his hand in a silk 
hankerchief, as a result of the scuffle. 

Here is how the fight occurred as witnessed by 
spectators on the street at the time. 

About 3:30 o’clock Mr. Paine and Mr. Murphy 
met in front of the Merchants’ bank. They 
engaged in conversation a few moments and then 
Mr. Paine was seen to strike Mr. Murphy. 

After this fora few minutes, until bystanders 
interferred, the scuffle was a lively one, creating 
quite a sensation on the street. 

Cases were entered against both at the policc 
station for disorderly conduct and quarrelling. 

The cause of the difficulty best appears in the 
statement of the two gentlemen given below. 

MR. PAINE’S STATEMENT. 

To a CONSTITUTION reporter Mr. Paine said: 

“The trouble grew out of some correspondence 
which Mr. Murphy had had with a firm in the 
west which we represent. In the course of their 
correspondence Mr. Murphy used what we deemed 
unbusiness like and underhanded methods in en- 
deavoring to secure quotations from the firm we 
represented.

A Great Mistake. 

Republican newspapers have made Gov- 
ornor Campbell’s action in demanding the 
resignation of certain democratic members 
of the board of public improvements in Cin- 
cinnati the basis of extended editorial com- 
ment, but as usual, in such cases, they re- 
gard it from a partisan standpoint only. 

When charges of corruption were pre- 
ferred against this board the governor 
promptly ordered an investigation, The 
board is composed of democrats and repub- 
licans, and where the charges were made 
good against either, the demand for resigna- 
tions followed. Wecommented on this at 
the time and approved the governor’s ac- 
tion. 

Republican newspapers, however, while 
commending his honest and manly course, 
have arraigned the whole democratic party 
in Ohio to answer for the faults of a few. 
They sound Governor Campbell’s praise in 
high-strung notes, and represent him as _ be- 
ing thoroughly disgusted with the demo- 
cratic party and kicking out of harness. 

This, of course, is willful misrepresenta- 
tion. Because a few democrats have been 
found to be corrupt, and a democratic gov- 
ernor has condemned them, must the whole 
party in the state suffer? And does it fol- 
Jow that the governor’s action places him in 
a hostile attitude towards his party? 

Governor Campbell has accepted a high 
office at the hands of the people. He re- 
gards it as a sacred trust. He loves his 
party, but he loves honor more; and when 
he finds a member of that party unfaithful 
to its interests and the interests of the state, 
he does not spare him, but strikes and 
strikes home. He deserves credit for this; 
but the- party at large cannot be held 
responsible for the sins of one or two mem- 
bers. 

This wholesale arraignment of the demo- 
cratic party in Ohio by the republican press 
is on a par with its action in charging the 
whole south with crimes committed in one 
locality, and there is neither reason nor jus- 
tice in it. If indeed the democrats of Ohio, 
asa party, wereas corrupt as some of our 
republican exchanges would have us believe, 
they would still fail to reach the record of 
corruption which existed under Foraker’s 
administration—of which record republicans 
have had very little to say. Let the demo- 
crat and republican who betrays the inter- 
ests of the people fare alike; let them pay 
the penalty of their sins; but they must bear 
them alone. The errors of one man should 
not be the condemnation of many. 


The Tariff and the Workingman. 

Newspapers in business centers have been 
interviewing manufacturers and wholesale 
and retail dealers on the probable effects of 
the new tariff bill, and the testimony of a 
majority of the business men of the country 
is overwhelmingly against it. The New 
York Sun and World present pages of facts 
as to its present and future influence upon 
trade, and in nearly every instance it is 
shown that the bill is oppressive and a 
growing burden on the working classes, 

Republicans who supported the bill must 
see that it is already having an unfavorable 
effect upon the industrial interests of the 
country. In theory, sustained by persuasive 
argument and eloquent plea, it was one 
thing; in practice, standing upon its merits 
alone, it is another—a reality which con- 
fronts the people and robs them of their 
rights. 

Now that they must meet the issue 
squarely and give a reason for the faith 
that is in-them, republican newspapers are 
advising the people to exercise patience and 
fortitude and make an effort to adapt them- 
selves to the changed conditions, and to ‘‘hope 
for the best.’’ Jay Gould comes forward 
and practically admits that the outlook is 
gloomy, but pats the public on the back 
and says encouragingly that the bill will 
be all right when it is better understood. 
They see that some apology is necessary, 
but in the face of the facts their weak gub- 
terfuges will not deceive the public. 

The increase in prices which will result 
from this bill will be“seriously felt by the 
Wage earners of the country, and people 
whose incomes are small will suffer toa 
great extent. The poor man can now pre- 
pare to pay 5 per cent more for his cotton 
and woolen goods than he paid before this 
bill became a law; knit goods and hosiery 
will be from 5 to 10 per cent higher than 
they were last year; corsets will cost more; 
there will probably be an advance of 
at least 15 per cent in linens; shoes 
will be dearer; crockery and glassware will 
be higher; articles of stationery, such 
as blank books, paper, etc., will be 
increased from 10 per cent to 15 per 
cent; canned goods will go up; the fruit 
business will be injured and the consumer 
will suffer. In fact, nearly every article in 
common use, such as may be of daily neces- 
sity with the poor man, will advance in 
price. The only thing that . will probably 
remain unchanged is his salary, and of this 
the tariff seeks to rob him, 

We have not cited the hundredth part of 
the articles for which the consumer will be 
double-taxed; the list is too lengthy for 
even condensed review, but the few samples 
given will show the general tendency of the 
bill. As to the bill’s effect upon wages, 
we quote the following from an interview 
with Mr. David A. Wells in The New York 
World: 

The effect of the McKi 
be briefly asbiees rca Pert enchon 
principles: Wages are labor’s share of product 
and in the long run can be paid from no other 
source. If product is large, wages will rule high; 
if email, they must of necessity rule low. In the 
staple products of machinery, or in manufactured 
goods, the cost of the crude materials represents 
generally from one-half to three-quarters the 

cost of the finished product. If the manu- 


facturer has to pay 40 percent for materials, he 
has 60 per cent left for wages, profits, interests 
and incidentals, but if he pays 60 per cent he has 
but 40 per cent left, and this last result is exactly 
what the McKinley tariff tends to effect. If the 
manufacturer, to avoid reduction of wages, raises 
the price of his product, such increase of price 
will be paid by the consumers, who are mainly the 
so-called working classes; so that the ultimate 
results, 80 far as are. » will “be 
equivalent to puttin 


will be evident that. the tariff is mainly a 
tax on the consuiyepea ligavy borden on 
the working classes. It is to these facts 
that we would direct particular attention. 
The republican party claims to be the friend 
of the workingman. It will be remembered 
that during the Harrison campaign they 
promised that he should.be. protected; that 
his wages would be increased and his in- 
terests fostered. But as soon as the party 
was restored to power its leaders began the 
work*which has resulted in a tariff which 
oppresses and grinds him down, robbing 
him of whatever wages he may get. The 
pledges of the republican party to the work- 
ingmen of the country are unredeemed. 
With the reins of power in their grasp the 
leaders of this party became reckless of the 
common interests of the country. It was 
the money power that they wished to con- 
trol, and their legislation has been in its 
favor. Let the poor men of this country, 
and the working classes generally, remem- 
ber this and avenge the wrong with their 
votes. 


The Last of Rube Burrows. 

If we had not known such a character as 
Rube Burrows and had read his history in a 
dime novel it would have seemed absurd; 
but we are persuaded thatjnone of the 
‘blood and thunder’’ books upon the mar- 
ket contains a more thrilling and exciting 
story than is furnished in his life and tragic 
death, 

With this story the public is already fa- 
miliar; the murders and robberies of which 
the man was guilty made his name a terror 
throughout the state of Alabama. He was 
the ‘‘Jack Shepard’’ of the iron state, and 
it is safe to say that he excelled, that noted 
outlaw in bravery, butchery and devil- 
daring. 

His death was tragic in the extreme, and 
now that he is gone, the country breathes 
freer. ‘The state authorities had- despaired 
of ever catching him; but there were sleuth- 
hounds on his track who would have fol- 
lowed him to the four corners of the globe. 
He had robbed the express companies, and 
they never let up. Had he stolen only a 
few dollars, they would have spent thou- 
sands to bring him to justice. It is almost 
impossible fora criminal to escape them; 
sooner or later they run him to his lair, 

The death of Rube Burrows probably 
puts an end to the murders and robberies of 
a notorious gang. The rest of his comrades 
are either dead or in prison, and the coun- 
try is well rid of them all. 


The Death of Howell Glenn. 

To write of Howell Glenn’s death, is to 
paint the sombre shade which eclipses noon- 
day light, for in the meridian of life he has 
been cut down, leaving behind him mem- 
ories which will be cherished by all who 
knew him, 

The son of an honored family, inheriting 
blood from those renowned in the service of 
their country, Howell Glenn took promi- 
nence as a university student, which was 
fully justified in his brief professional career, 
But a deathly disease had fastened upon 
him, from which there was no escape, 
Walking courageously into the dark valley 
he met the Conqueror, and is dead. 

Few men had more friends, and none ap- 
preciated them better. 


Improving the Sewers. 

The aldermanic board has concurred in the 
action of the city council authorizing ordi- 
nances to be drawn providing for the exten- 
sion of the main sewers to the city limits. 

It is probable that the matter will come 
up atthe next meeting of the council, and 
that it will be favorably acted on. 

It is important that the work of extend- 
ing the main sewers of the city should be 
done as soon as possible. The health of the 
city is of more importance than anything 
else with which the city fathers have to deal, 
and there can be no doubt but that there is 
danger in having the deposits of the sewers 
emptied where they now are—in some in- 
stances in thickly settled neighborhoods, 

The board of health has taken a strong 
stand in favor of the extension of the main 
sewers, and in those localities where the 
evils of the present system are most ob- 
served, a general demand is made for the 
extension of the sewers. 

It isimportant that the city should turn 
its attention to making its sewerage system 
as perfect as possible, and it should at least 
see to it that every precaution is taken to 
protect the health of the city. 

The preliminary action of the city council 
is based on the idea ofthe extension of the 
main sewers as soon as practicable, and it is 
to be hoped that the work will be done 
promptly.

rag senha mailing rooms, and hallways 
they are piled until the first floor of Tug Con- 
STITUTION building is covered with stacks of 
‘‘weeklies’”’ reaching-almost to the ceilings. 

The postoffice authorities did it. 

Yesterday these officials seized a portion of 
the western edition of THz WEEKLY ConsTI- 
TUTION and as they refused to admit those 
papers to the mail, the balance of that edition 
remains banked up along the walls of different 
portions of the building. 

About 100,000 papers got out before the seiz- 
ure was made, between 15,000 and 20,000 were 
seized, and between 50,000 and 60,000 remain 
in THe ConstitTvuTIon office. 

The seizure was made because of the adver- 
tisement which the paper contained of the 
prize distribution offer to subscribers, to be de- 
cided by the Christmas drawing. 

Itis claimed by the postoffice authorities 
that this advertisement is a violation of the 
provisions of the anti-lottery law recently 
passed by congress; and although the proprie- 
tors of THz Constitution offered to give 
bond for any amount to cover the verdict 
which might be rendered upon a trial of what- 
ever case might be made against them, the 
postal authorities’ were obdurate and refused 
to let the papers go through the mails. 

When the anti-lottery law was passed, THE 
CONSTITUTION was prompt in its announce- 
ment that the newspapers ought to as- 
sist the government in executing its 
provisions, and as promptly stopped the publi- 
cation of its regular lottery advertisements. It 
was not thought that the law was intended to 
cover such features asthat for which those 
papers were seized yesterday. It is an open 
question whether this advertisement does come 
within the provisions of the law, but the postal 
authorities had the power to seize the papers, 
and they were prompt in exercising that 
power. 

The Christmas-box plan of THs ConstTITv- 
TION is used by a number of other papers, 
and this construction of the law will affect 
them all. 

The Evening Journal states that 5,000 copies 
of a special edition of The Weekly Journal 
were seized for the same reason as that given 
for the seizure of THE CONSTITUTION. 

Postmaster Lewis states that he has tele- 
graphed to Washington for instructions as to 
just how to act in these cases. 


CONFEDERATE VETERANS’ MEMORIAL 


Intéresting Exercises to Be Held in Mem- 
ory of Dead Comrades. 

The following from Rey. T. P. Cleveland, 
chaplain of the Fulton County Confederate 
Veterans’ Association, explains in an interest- 
ing way the memorial exercises to be held on 
the 19th instant: 

EDITOR CONSTITUTION: The third annual me- 
morial services of the Fulton County Confederate 
Veterans’ Association will be held in the First 
Baptist church, on Sabbath evening, the 19th of 
this month, at 7:30 o’clock. I[ desire to make a 
few statements in order that the service may be 
better understood, The association hasan annual 
sermon by the chaplain, or whoever he may elect 
in his place. This sermon is delivered on the 
second Sabbath of April every year. The memo- 
rial service is entirely different and distinct from 
that. It originated inthis way: Over three years 
ago, atone of the meetings of the association, 
some one made a motion that a committee be ap- 
pointed to- bring in suitable resolutions touchin 
the death of a deceased comrade. The writer o 
these lines suggested that we should be careful in 
setting precedents, andif we adopted resolutions 
on the death of one member it should net be neg- 
lected in the case of another, and that in lieu 
of such resolutions, we might very ap ropriately 
hold a yearly memorial service for ail members 
who should die during each year. The president, 
Judge W. L. Calhoun, then said if the suggestion, 
which was a good one, would be put into a reso- 
lution, he would present it to the body. Mr. John 
Conly then offered the resolution, which was 
unanimously adopted and, is now incorporated in 
the constitution of the association. 

Now, the third one of the Solemn and impressive 
yearly services is nearathand. The association 
has no grip save that firm and faithful grip of the 
heart upon the heart of every true soldier. It has 
no secret passwords or signs, but there is an un- 
mistakable look of the eye, pressure of the hand 
and movement of the lip which is sign and 
countersign to every true comrade who meets on 
the picket line of life. The association has no 
enticing music, fascinating amusements: or flow- 
ing bowls to draw its members to its monthly 
meetings, and yet there is always a goodly num- 
ber present, and among them the one-armed and 
one-legged heroes, to transact business and 
commune with one another. Protestant, 
Catholic and Israelite we meet on 
one loving level. Commissioned and non-com- 
missioned are all privates in the ranks of the 
retired. The money, when needed, is given to 
relieve the sick or bury the dead, regardless of 
any militaryy social or ecclesiastical distinctions. 
And so, in our last tribute of respect to departed 
comrades, we desire the services to be in memory 
of all, and. although the names of some may be 
mentioned at that time, by the speakers of the 
occasion, it is not to make invidious distinctions. 

The si service will be one of peculiar

BROKERS FALL OUT 


And Indulge in a Street Fight Yesterday 
Afternoon. 

Two prominent brokers engaged in a street 
fight yesterday afternoon. 

‘They were Mr. Thomas B. Paine, of Thomas B. 
Paine & Co., and Mr. Nick W. Murphy, of G, 8. 
Morris & Co. 

The encounter took place in front of the Mé@r- 
chants’ bank, on East Alabama street, some blood 
was drawn, butneither gentlemen was seriously 
hurt. 

Mr. Paine drew the blood from Mr, Murphy’s 
nose, and Mr. Paine wears his hand in a silk 
hankerchief, as a result of the scuffle. 

Here is how the fight occurred as witnessed by 
spectators on the street at the time. 

About 3:30 o’clock Mr. Paine and Mr. Murphy 
met in front of the Merchants’ bank. They 
engaged in conversation a few moments and then 
Mr. Paine was seen to strike Mr. Murphy. 

After this fora few minutes, until bystanders 
interferred, the scuffle was a lively one, creating 
quite a sensation on the street.

The cause of the difficulty best appears in the 
statement of the two gentlemen given below.

The Sad Ending of the Life of One of Geor- 
gia’s Most Prominent Sons—HisInnu- _ 
merable Friends Mourn His Death.

Fon. Howell C. Glenn is dead! 

The sad intelligence -was telegraphed from 
®ew York last evening. 

No one was ever more highly esteemed and 
aniversally beloved than Howell Glenn, and 
the announcement of his death casts a shadow 
over the city where the greater portion of his 
honored and useful life was passed. 

For five years he was a sufferer from Bright’s 
Sisease of the kidneys, but the fatal malady 
mever assumed a malignant form until a few 
weeks ago, when his condition became so 
gerious that he was forced to take to his bed. 

HIS WEDDING TOUR. 

On March 16th last, Judge Glenn was 
wedded to Mrs. May Kitson, an English lady, 
in New York city, and on May 10th, in com-

pany with Mr. and Mrs. Dickson, Mr. Sam 
Venable and Hon. C. D. Hill, the two latter 
gentlemen having attended at the wedding, 
sailed for Europe. During the voyage and the 
entire trip, Mr. and Mrs. Glenn were the life 
and soul of the party. 

After a most enjoyable tour of France, Ger- 
many, Switzerland and Italy, the party re- 
turned to America in the latter part of the 
BuImIeT. 

Judge and’ Mrs. Glenn stopped in New 
York, where Judge Glenn was engaged in 
the practice of his profession, he being counsel 
for a number of large corporations. 

So soon as his dangerous illness was an- 
nounced Mrs. S. L. MeBride, his sister, and 
Mr. \icBride left for New York, and remained 
constantly at his bedside. 

Mr. Charlie Hill, who was one of his most 
intimate friends, endeavored to get away from 
his duties as solicitor general, but the Heflin 
ease, closely followed by the Ozburn murder 
case, delayed his departure. He intended to 
have gone this morning, but the sad news of 
Judge Glenn’s death made it unnecessary for 
him to go. 

HIS BRILLIANT CAREER. 

Flowell Cobb Glenn was bornin McDonough, 
Henry county, this state, in 1852. He was the 
son of Hon. Luther J. Glenn, one of the most 
yrominent lawyers in the state, his mother 
Soien a sister of tlon. Howell Cobb and Gen- 
erai Thomas R. R. Cobb. 

Iu the early part of the war Mr. Luther 
Gienn removed to Atlanta, and young Howell 
Glenn went into business, a veritable barefoot

sale aid retail business in the city. 

faving accumulated a considerable amount 
of money he closed his business and entered 
the State university at Athens, where he 
graduated with high honors, ranking very 
highly in his class. 

lie then entered the law school and gradu- 
ater] with distinguished honors, a few years 
after the war. 

Returning to this city he went into partner- 
ship with his father and brother, Hon. Thomas 
J. Gienn, uuder the firm name of L. J. Glenn 
& Sons. Hon. T. J. Glenn was appointed 
solicitor general of the circuit, and the firm 
became L. J. Glenn & Son. 

In i882 Mr. Howell Glenn was elected re- 
corder of the city, and no man ever filled the 
position with greater distinction. 

At the expiration of Judge Pendleton’s 
term as solicitor of the city court, Governor 
McDaniel appointed Judge Glenn solicitor. 

Ini that capacity his career was remarkable. 
In speaking of him yesterday, Judge Marshall 
J. Clarke remarked that he had never seen 
Mr. Glenn’s equal in the aptitude with which 
he took hold of a _ case, wasting 
no time on _ trivialities, and that his 
speeches were among the most witty and elo- 
quent of any to which he ever listened. 

IN HIS NORTHERN HOME. 
Judge Glenn became interested in the Talla- 
oosa Land Company, and with Mr. Dan Cal- 
Seas, in a gold mine, near Quirigua, Guate- 
mala. 

At the expiration of his term as solicitor, he 
went to New York, where he occupied the po- 
sition of counsel for several large and wealthy 
corporations, 

lt was there he met Mrs. Kitson, a most 
lovable and accomplished lady, wooed and 
won her, their marriage occurring last March. 

jut death had set its seal on the form of the 
brilliant young southerner, who, even in the 
most trying moments of his sufferings, never 
murmured, but smiled in the face of the grim 
messonger up to the last moment. 

He leaves behind him, besides his young 
wife in whose behalf the tenderest sympathies 
of the people of the city go out; his mother, 
who resides in this city, his brother, John T. 
Glenn, mayor of Atlanta, and a sister, Mrs. S.

He brought suit against Mrs. Susan Solo- 
mon, Elizabeth G. Tarverand May C. French, 


the executors of the estate of Mr. R. H. Solo- 
man’s father. 

The senior Mr. Solomon died in the year 
1874, leaving a large landed estate valued at 
several hundred thousand dolJars. This estate 
included some of the most desirable lots around 
the suburbs of Atlanta, and for this reason the 
case caused much interest among those who 
have purchased some of these lots. . 

One of the provisions of Mr. Solomon’s will 
was that only $5,000 should be given to Mr. 
R. H. Solomon, unless the latter reformed in 
moral character. In thisevent the will pro- 
vided that he should receive as much as any 
of the children of the deceased. The execu- 
tors of the estate were made the judges of Mr. 
R. H. Solomon’s character. 

The latter lived for some time in the west, 
and came back after fifteen years of experi- 
ence of the wild life out there to claim his full 
share of the estate of his father. He claims to 
have fully reformed. 

The case has been in the court several 
months, but was settled yesterday by a consent 
decree of $5,000 for the complainant. ;

Merriam & Co. claim that stich a book in- 
jures their sale of the latest Webster’s Un- 
abridged Dictionary, because it has the same 
covering, the same trade title, and a similar 
appearance. They claim that the cheap book 
is made from a photo-grayure of the edition of 
1840, and thus claim that the inferiority of the 
book has injured their trade tothe extent of 
$5,000 by the defendants alone.
